I ing that the Sierra was seized ont.side the 
j three-mile .•mil three-league limit -about 
ilweiity miles from land — the case

cpiestion invcilveil of any of the seizures 
made either this year or last. The Admi- 
ralty Court of Boston is an able and high 
authority, and a decision by it would 
probably be sustained by the Sujiremo 
Court of the Ignited States and would go 
far toward a permanent settlement of tlie 
vexed question. 

OWNEKS COMEIINB. 
The British Legation at Washington, as 
well ,as the British Consul here, are much 
mlerested in the result of the Boston suit. 
The sealing schooners owners of this city 
and \'ictoria liavu combined and raised 
funds to urge the case of the Sierra as a 
lust case. Whuii the case is decided there 
it will, no doubt, be carried to thu 
.Sujiiemu Court, when Mr. .Justice Field 
w,as here he .said that the ^'upreine Court 
w as .inxious to gel hold of the (piestioii 
ami when the case reaches that court, it, 
will, no doubt, be ,iilvaiiceil on the docket

£-ir)() lias bei II taken. Uiit even in the 
face of tliesi! ruinous reductions, Scottish 
landlords are lietter oil' than llieir lOiiglisli 
brethren. For in i'jiigland it li:is become 
almost iinjio.ssible to bit a vacant fai'm at 
any rent, however low. One of the 
largest land owners in niid-Staftbrdshire, 
whose farms aie in ^ooil condition, and 
are supplied willi exi'ellrlll buildings, ba.s 
neaily every liolding \;ut.iiit, and bin 
nominal income of £10,000 or £1'J,()00 a 
year is reduced to aliout £'l,riOO. He has 
had to let his mansion the first time such 
a thing lias happened in 500 years— and 
take a small house in a neighboring vil- 
lage. And this is mdy one of maii^' sim- 
ilar cases in almost every English county.

its claims. .N'evci 1 heless 1 he I'ort N'ictor 
will call at I'lsipiim.all ,:md \'idoria will be 
placed oil a proper fooling as (be real ter- 
minus of tbe Canadian I'acilic railway.

liidds as the chief mart of trade and ooin- 
inerce in British Oolumbia. 



' TURNING NIGHT INTO DAY. 

When oil'.' coiisiileiH the great nmnlier 
of people who are compelh^d to turn night 
into day, and the many kinds of labor and 
busineas that must be carried on continu- 
ously, tho iinportuiice of iniprovemoiit in 
the chnniotor of artifioial light bocnuies at 
onco apiiarunt. Electricity lias done much 
in this direction, and many important un- 
dertakings have lieeii carried on, night 
and day, by aid of the electric liglil. It 
will be rimiiMiibered I hat a railroad has 
boon coimtriictcd in iMonlana in a reiii.ark- 
nbly short, time by using eight: hour sliifls 
of men and liL;liliiig the workings by the 
electric light, and it is not, long since a 
very large building in tho <u.y of New 
ifork was coiwtrnctcd with gicai 
rapidity iu tbo jmiuu umuim. Many 



people, who n»o not accustomed to 
think for thomsolvos, are as ignorani; and 
unconscious of the fact that: other men 
work while ihey sleep, as was .Mark 
Twain at the; commoncoment o(:^_hi8 ap- 
prenticeship'as a pilot on theJIiisiiasippi. 
Mark was decidedly disposed to resent 
being routed out of bed in tho middle of 
the night to stand his watch, and admit- 
ted that it had never occurred to him that 
somebody had to pilot the steamer at 
night as well us in tihe daytime. Many a 
one who reads. hiajnpjiojng paper at the 
breakfast ■table'-''aoe8'"sd ' -without once 
thinking of tho hours of night work which 
that paper repre.qeiits, :Epr »U that ho 
thinks upon the subject, ;hiB newspaper 
may have sprung up in the night like a 
mushroom. Hut since men must work at 
night as well as in the daytime, every 
advance in the science of artificial light- 
ing is of great' interest. The most 
recently discovered light is the 
lucigen, which is described as a re- 
markably brilliant light, produced by 
the action of compressed air on the film of 
waste oil, which attenda tho coiisiiinption 
of any illuminating oil. So high is the 
light that at an experiment recently made 
at the Crystal 1 oluco, in Loiido:i, it was 
found that tho sinallost print could be 
read with ease at a disUuice of 1300 yards 
from tho tlaiue, and rival lights were en- 
tirely eclipsed by its superior Ijrilliancy, 
Lucigen has been generally adopted in 
Eiiglaiul, but purely for outdoor purposes 
and Boenis to have nothing comparable to 
it among existing and competing illumi- 
nmits. lb is probable that some ada|)ta- 
tion of this new light will bo made to in- 
(bior uses. Suoh a light is entirely too 
valuable to 1)0 devoted exclusively to 
bridge-building pur[)oses and the like, 
and if it can be so arranged as to be cool 
and at the saino tinio briiliant, it may be- 
come a formidable rival of gas aa an inter- 
ior illuminant. 

THE WHEAT DEAL. 

It would now sceui that tbe connec- 
tion of tbe Nevada bank with the wheat 
deal bad no foundation in fact. Ex-Sen- 
at(U' , lames (i. Fair has just made a aUite- 
uient which puts a different face on the 
inritcr. Since he took charge of the Ne- 
vada bank as president, he has been eii- 
gagod in righting the (dliiira of the insti- 
tution and extricating it from the iliiirit- 
of tbe recent deal. That astute geiitlc- 
uian recently sold a railroad which he 
owned, and hence is iu poBsesaiou of ii 
large amount of money or securities on 
which ho can realize. It is regarded as 
fortunate foi- the bank and the public that 
tbe ex-senator stood ready to help the 
the bank out of its dilliciilties. In refer- 
ence to tbe bank's connection with Wil- 
liam Dresbach and John iloseufeld, the 
leading wheat operators, Mr. Fair makes 
the following statoiuent: Tho Nevada 
bank was brought into an embarrassing 
position by a linancial blunder for which 
neither Mr. Mackay nor Mr. Flood was re- 
spionsible. Mr, Flood's contidence in 
lirander was unlimited, and he tokl nie 
pursoiiidly that he knew nothing of what 
Brancler was doing until tlie crash was 
about to come. Mr. Flood was a very 
sick man, and hi; h id to withdraw all his 
attention from the l)aiik in tbe hope of 
|irolouging lii.s life, so there need be no 
surprise that he did not know what the 
hank was doing. There is more cause for 
surprise that Flood did not know than iu 
the case of Mackay, who has been very 
much away in London and Now York, 
deeply absorbed in his c;d)le onteriirises. 
He left all his all'airs on tbis coast to 
Flood and Blander. Ilia tirst knowledge 
of tho bank's connection with the wheat 
deal was from wild rumors that came to 
his ears in Loudon. He at once hivstoned 
to New York, and from letters and tole- 
giaiiis be received on arriving there he 
derived the lirst intelligence of what tbe 
bank had been doing. The news perfect- 
ly dai^ud him. When ho came here Flood 
told him that he had been in ig 
noi-ance of tho state of ad'airs. 
Flood and .Mackay then fouiiil themselves 
cleaned out of ;i large siip|dy of le.idy 
cash. The wheal crash made them sutler 
on account of heavy advances made from 
the bank. They came to me in their 
straitened circumstances and told nie thoir 
condition. I happened to have the money 
and advanced it to them. The bank was 
in a bad coudil ion, but its existence was 
not (lircateiied. .My aid to them was a 
business ]u o| idsit ion, anil done in a friend 
Iv spirit. 1 have always done business 
with lilt; bank. 1 have kej't real estate 
and general account with them, and at 
times had large sums of money on deposit. 
Brander's course is a riddle to me, for he 
attempted an iniiiossibility. ( »f e-iui.se, 
after ho bad made heavy ad\ alli es, I .■.iii 
understand how be made more in a des 
I perale hope of making good tbe lirsi 
'loans, lie faili^d, fuid lost millions of 
dollars to his employers. But Mack.iy 
and Flood have no one to blame but 
themselves. Even if they did repose Ihe 
fullest conlidelice in l'.rander, thi'y should 
have surrounded him with such in- 
structions and limitations of power as (o 
prevent him from currying too many eggs 
in one bisket. I cannot underatjind wli\ 
Hrander a<!cepled the guarantee of (.'has. 
I<", Reed for all money advanced to Dres- 
bach. .Mr. Reed is a mail ot we.-dth, but 
ci'.unot begin lo pay bis elldorseiiielits. 1 
do not jiietend to explain njion what liy- 
pothesis Reed was considoied ns a .satis- 
factory backer for the loan of immense 
sums to luiother individual. Tho whole 
histor\- of the wlie;it deal shows I bat, I he 
bank was not ,i partner in any sense. .Ml 
of Bninder's ad ions show that he did not 
consider il as a partner lull simply as a 
lender of money. There is not one single 
eiiLry in tho book uur one fact in all the 
correspondeuco between the bank ami 
I )resbaeh lUid Rosen fold that would give 
a hint that they eoiisidi-red the Iniik a 
part iier or I bat lirander arted upon that 
theory, h'roni a I borough knowledge of 
the fuels I know that no liability alt.aclied 
lo the bank friiin the failure of Dresbach 
and Roselifeld. The creditors of the two 
brokers cannot recover one cent from tbe 
bank, either from a legal stand|ioinl or 
griMiiids of ec|uity. Dreslmcli and Roseii- 
feld are I ryi ng I'o d, d he fni r I liiiig. Like 
other insolvents they have issued a sched- 
ule of their liabilities and assets. I have 
looked over tho schedule and 1 think it 
an honest preseiitjitiou of their affairs. 
I'lu; bank's loss is between gi"), 000, 000 and 
S7,(l<)(),000. When I came into the bank 
rajiid sales of tbe wlii^at it had taken as 
collateral were being made. I sloppiMl 
that because the market wa.-, demoralized 
and the selling price ruinooH. There are 
between 300,000 and. 400,000 tons, and it 
will be bold for 'I bottor market. Coni- 
[letent men now in the bank will havo no 
reason to fear a change. If there are 
persons now there who cannnt do proper 
work others will take their places.

town of "Vancouver." This omission 
has lately boon supplied by t he restora- 
tion of Victoria over the other place as 
the commercial and political capital of 
the British Pacilic So far so u,„,d; bnt 
much remains to be doiio before ;im])le 
just ice will have been secured.
